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1. Stee 2 industry 


a) The plant "Zaklady Poludniowe" in Stalowa Wola produces tank tracks for 
the Red Army. The plant also plans production of artillery tubes as ston 
as the necessary “eavy machinery will have been delivered from the Zgoda 
plant (Zintrachtshiltte) . near Katowice. 
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b) Huta Pokoi (Friedenshitte) in Nowy Bytom . employs 5000 workers and produces 
spare parts for tanks. The plant is equipped with otemens blast—furnaces. 


ec) Dabrowa (Bankhiitte) near Sosnowlezé employs 3000 wtiere and produces 
_ railroad equipment for Russia. 


d) Batory (fismarckiiitte) and Kralova Inte (KEnigshlltte), both located near 
Katowies, produce locomotives and other railroad equipment. Each plant 
employs approximately 1500 workers. 


The total iron and steel industry employs 40,000 workers, The head of 
the Iron and Steel. Department (Central Management) of the Ministry of 
Industry is Ing. Soreido, a Commnist. His office is located in Katowice. 


2. Chemical Industry 


The only chemical plant of 4dmportance working at present is Chorzow near 
Katowice. Chorzow produces fertilizer at present, but is equipped for pro 
duction of dynamite. The plant employs 4000 workers.
